local da^ regulations.

'problems, whQe state offld^ say 


they intend to work with Hafliger 
to control the problem, but have 
limited enforcement power. 

Those at Wednesday’s mccUng 
spoke up for Hafliger, saying he 
is making an effort to control his 
dais’s odors - and it’s slowing 
paying oft. 

*These ideas take time and a 
lot of management,” said David 
Patrick, a Twin Falls farmer. 
“Hafliger may have to work on 
his priorities a little bit, but ^vc 
him some time to work on them." 

“As far as the smell, yes, it isn’t 


as bad as it was in October or 
November - but it’s winter,” said 
Hugo Meyer, who lives down the 
road from Hafliger,

on a trek across the continent. 

Tic coin made its delnii nearly 
a year ago and by now it was sup- 
posed to be jingling in peoplc'.s 
pockets. But it seems the only- 
sighting many .Americans have 
had is in newspaper ;md TV ads. • 
Greg Rohde, on assisiont sccrc- . 
lary of commerce, said he first 
gliinpscd it in Istanbul, Turkey. 
Other than the IS golden-colored 
dollar coins he got os change from 
a street vendor, Rohde hasn’t seen

TWIN FALLS - Despite rank- 
ing third or founh in the nation 
in growth, Idaho will still likely 
fall considerably short of gamer- 
ing a third scat in the U.S. House 
this year. 

“We’ve been stuck at two con-’ 
gressional districts since the 
1910 cen.sus and we’re still going 
to have two after the 2000 cen- 
sus,” said Alan Porter, informa- 
tion services manager for the' 
Department of Commerce and 
the state’s unofficial census sta- 
tistics expert. 

When Census 2000’s results 
are released today. Porter 
expeas Idaho’s population to tip 
1.26 million, up from just over 1 
million a decade ago. 

But unlike many of its neigh- 
lx>rs, Idaho’s growth falls about 
115,000 to 120,000 people short 
of what it would need to get 
another congressman. Porter 
said. Several states would be 
ahead of Idaho. 

“We're really in the middle of 
the pack to get three," Porter 
said. 

- — But-.Natalic-Gochnour- dis- — 
agrees. 

Gochnour, deputy director of 
the Utah governor's planning 
and budget office, believes Idaho 
will g^.anpthcr sear this year, 
wliile tier state w-ill be left out - 
just the opposite of Porter’s 
analysis. 

But Porter said Idaho did not 
grow enough during the 1990s 
for a third seat, and won't grow 
enough in the next 10 years 
either. 

- “We would need alxmt 30 per- 
cent growth to get another' seat 
in 2010.” Porter said. 

Even if it achieves that growth 
rate, which is unlikely, a third 
seat would still be up in the air. 

Typically, slates receive anoth- 
er U.S. Hou.se memlx;r for about 
every 600,000 gained in popula- 
tion, Porter said. But the actiud 
formula Congress uses to divvy 
up 435 seats among 50 states can 
be a bit confusing. 

Every state is,guarantecd at 
least one member of the Mouse 
of Representatives. 

The other 385 spots are 
assigned one by one based »)ii 
“priority value'’ assigned 
througli a complex mathemaiical 
formula. The most populous 
state MU have the highest priori- 
ty.

In addition to the three 
weapons diat McDermott carried 
during the rampage, he had 
_sta.slied n.riflejn his work locker 
and bullets in a cubby Hole of his' 
desk, O’Reilly said. 

In McDermott’s Haverhill 
home, authorities discovered 
bomb-making magazines; three 
gallons of nitric acid, which can 
be used to make nitroglycerine; 
blasting cap^ and more animuni- 
doR, O’Reiliy said. 

District Attorney Martha 
Coakley said,invcstigators had 
not found any plans he might 
have had for the explosives. 

McDermott had no-permit for- 
any of the guns, Coakley said, and 
authorities were investigating 
how he got them. 

McDermott’s lawyer,' Kevin 
Reddington, did not argue for bail 
but asked that M''T}L'rr.iott,be 
held where he could get core and 
mcdicadon for a psydiiatric con- 
dition. Neither Reddington nor 
prosecutors would specify the 
condition.

-Pushed several amendments 
that would permanently alter the 
Consdtudon for various conserva- 
tive causes, from outlawing abor- 
tion to balancing the budget. 

Ashcroft’s Democratic critics 
have made dear they intend to 
focus on his views on race and 
civil rights - issues which he 
addressed over a quarter century 
in public service. 

In a 1998 interview, Ashcroft 
criddzed efforts by some histori- 


ans to portray early Americans, 
like slave-owning George 
Washington, as racists, calling 
them “malicious attacks” and 
“revisionist nonsense." 

“Your magazine also helps set 
the record smiight,” Ashcroft told 
the Southern Partisan. a two- 
decade-old periodical that has 
published articles defending 
Confederate figures and once sold 
a T-shirt commemorating ' 
Abraham Lincoln with the phrase 
his assassin uttered, “Thus always 
to tyrants.” 

“You’ve got a heritage of ... 
defending ^uthem patriots like 
(Gen. Robert E.) Lee, (Gen. 
Stonewall) Jackson and 
(Confederate Prudent Jefferson) 
Davis,” Ashcroft said. At the time, 
he was courting conservatives for 
a possible presidentiai candidacy. 

“We've all got to stand up and 
speak in this respea or else we'd 
be tapght that these people were 
giving their lives, subscribing 
their sacred fortunes and their 
honor to some perverted agenda,” 
he added. 

During the campaign last win- 
ter, Bush’s campai^ criticized 
John McCain for using a consul- 
tant who wrote for and helped 
edit Southern Partisan, calling the 
consultant’s writings in the maga- 
zine “offensive” and “out of line.” 


But a Bush spokeswoman 
offered words of support and 
explanation for Ashcroft’s contri- 
bution to the same magazine. 

“He will be an exceptionally 
strong enforcer of the dvil rights 
laws as he has been a proponent 
in Missouri and throughout his 
career,” spokeswoman Julcanna 
Glover Weiss said. 

She said Ashcroft’s comments 
' reflected that he “believes in an 
exact reading on history” and that 
he “holds sacred the legadcs of 
Jefferson, Washington and Martin 
Luther King.” 

As Missouri governor from 1985 
to 1993, Ashcroft signed into law a 
state holiday honoring Martin 
Luther King Jr., the slai'n civil 
rights leader; established musi- 
cian Scott Joplin’s house as 
Missouri’s only iiiscoric site honor- 
ing a black person; created an 
award honoring black educator 
George Washington Carver; 
named a black woman to a state 
judgeship; and led a figlit to save 
Lincoln University, which was 
founded by black soldiers. 

And when he considered 
becoming Republican Party diair- 
man in 1993, he urged 
Republicans to be “toleram” and 
to avoid being “mistakenly por- 
trayed as petty, divisive and 
mean-spirited."

NQAMI - The Elian Gonzalez 
Le^Defexise Trust Fund, fonned 
to help a Miami family’s attorneys 
battle the federal government, 
may make its single biggest pay< 
ment to Uncle Sam. 

After more than a month of 
wrangling, the trustees decided 
last week that they could not 
donate as much as $140,000 left 
oyer from the fund to the nonprof- 
it La Liga Contra el Cancer (the 
League Against Cancer). 

The trust fund could owe as 
much as $92,000 in income tax, its 
legal advisor, Stanton Levin, con- 
firmed earlier this ^veek. 

The tax predicament surprised 
the three trustees, who have held 
several meetings in the last weeks 
trying to come up with a solution. 
They hope to persuade the 
Internal Revenue Service not to 


tax the trust. 

“Can you imagine if after all 
this, the U.S. government is the 
one that gets to keep this money?” 
aslutd lead trustee Eloy Gonzalez. 

The fund was created in March 
at Ocean Bank to help pay the 
expenses of the team of anomeys 
involved in the custody battle over 
the 6-year-old boy. 

The last-minute tax quandary 
stems from the interpretation of 
the “triie intent” of those who 
made the donations, ranging from 
$1 toSlO.OOO. 

Among the donors were Floridq 
sugar magnates Alfy and Pepe 
Fanjul, who chipped in $10,000, 
and Miami-Dade Mayor Alex 
Penelas, who gave $1,000 from his 
campaign coffers.

NEW YORK (AP) -Marlon 
Jones failed to reach her goal of 
five gold medals at the Sydney 
Games. All she did was win more 
medals than any female track 
athlete ever had at a single 
Olympics. 

That record-setting haul - 
•three golds, two bronzes - in a 
personally stormy month Down 
Under was enough for Jones to 
be chosen as The Associated 
Press Female Athlete of the 
Year. 

In balloting by sports writers 
and broadcasters, Jones received 
27 first-place votes and 111 
points, edging tennis star Venus 
Williams, runner-up with 16.S 
firsts and 104.5 points. Golfer 
Karrio Webb was third with 30 
points. Points were awarded on a 
3-2-1 basis. 

La, . year’s winner, the U.S. 
soccer team, didn’t receive any 
. votes this time. 

Jones, 24, was the lOch woman 
tnick-and-ficld athlete to win the 
honor since the award was inau- 
gurated in 1931, and the first 
since the late Florence Griffith 
Joyner in 1988. 

The imperturbable Jones 
earned golds in the 100 and 200 
meters and the 1,600 relay, the 
bronzes in the long jump and 400 
relay. 

"I set out to do something that 
a lot of people thought I couldn’t 
do," Jones said.' “I didn’t get 
everything I wanted, but 1 di^’t 
give in. I had a great shot and it 
didn’t pan out. I can live with 
that.’’ 

Tliose bronzes coiild have been 
golds, Jones said. 

“That gold medal was there for 
the taking in the long jump,” she 
said.

To do that, the Humanitarian Bowl 
must become more than o football 
game: It must be a tradition that 
Treasure Valley residents embrace no 
matter which team ploys on the blue 
turf come December, soy Bleymaier 
and Mark Livingston, the bowl'.s exec* 
utive director. 

As one of Idaho's few nationally 
televised events, Blcymuier and 
Livingston want residents and the cor- 
porate community to support the bowl 
as a showcase for the city and the state 
to the rest of the country, perhaps 
reducing some negative stereotypes. 

But in 2001, Boise State and the 
University of Idaho will leave the Big 
West Conference, which has sent its 
champion to the Humanitarian Bowl 
but is giving up sponsoring football.

If the problem is not solved at 
the facility in question, the DEQ 
could get involved. It could file 
dvil or crimbal court complaints 
with the attorney general’s 
approval. 

Howard said the DEQ will try 
to respond to calls on a 24-hour 
basis. 

“We’re gobg to initiaUy have 
an answering service,” Howard 
said. 

' The new guidelines could be 
applied to Hank Hafliger’s large 
daily near Filer. 


The guidelines should help the 
state m determining a standard 
to go by, offidaLs said. 

“When we get the call on 
Hafliger’s dairy, we’re going to 
get out there and follow that 
process, which means gobg out 
and sniffing it and writing a 
report to define the level of 
btensity of it,” Howard said. 

The Department of 
Agriculture has already said it 
will work with Hafligcr on con- 
trolling his dairy's odor. 

Lewis Eilers of the Idaho 
Dairymen's Assodation said the 
Department of Agriculture’s 
help will likely be beneficial to 


Hafligcr. 

“I think they can go out there 
and work with Hank and get it 
under control," Eilers said 
Wednesday. 

But it will take at least a year 
for the state to draft more niles 
and regulations for dairies - as 
some offidals are planning. 

Meetings between Hafligcr 
and the Department of 
Agriculture have not yet been 
scheduled.

Co. urged the Public Utilities 
Commission to lift a rate freeze 
that has stabilized electricity; 
bills for 10 million homes arid 
businesses for the last three 
years. 

The investor-owned utilities 
also want approval for rate hikes 
- 26 percent for P(?&£ and 30 
percent for SoCal Edison. That 
would raise average $55 electric 
bills to $68 and $71.50 per 
month. 

Deregulation was supposed to 
lower energy prices for con- 
sumers by increasing competi- 
tion. Instead, 'California utilities 
have found themselves captive to 
energy wholesalers, who^ prof- 
its have soared. 

*rhe utilities said at the emer- 
gency public hearing that they 
need the hike to stave off bank- 
ruptcy and assure Wall Street of 
their long-term credit worthi- 
ness. 

'The companies also said their 
losses have dimed to more than 
$9 billion this year as they buy 
energy at sharply higher whole- 
sale prices, but are barred by the 
race freeze from passing the costs 
on to customers.

Ruling could deal a blow 
-tO-Utah-liquorad ban— 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - A 
' ruling expected from the 10th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
could upend or uphold Utah’s 
liquor advertising-baiL 

The current law forbids ads 
promoting anything stronger 
than 3.2 percent-alcohol beer. 
Attorney Brian Barnard of the 
Utah Legal Clinic has sued to 
-have that la^strick^ down, 
daimihg— it- violates -First 
Amendment free speech protec- 
tions. 

Barnard said be is “fairly opti- 
mistic” the appeals court will 
rind the advertising ban uncon- 
stitutional and unenforceable. 

Salt Lake City Mayor Rocky 
Anderson has said Utah should 
make its liquor laws friendlier 
. for the 2002 Winter Olympics, 
but he supports the advertiring 
ban. 

The mayor said the point of 
changing hatior laws is to make 
buying alcohol more convenient 
The jpoint of advertising, on the 
other hand, is to increase con- 
sumption. 

“I think it’s entirely appropri- 
ate for the state to restrict the 
promotion of alcohol” Anderson 
said. 

Barnard sued Gov. Mike 
Leavitt and the liquor commis- 
slon in July 1996, when the mag- 
azine Catalyst wanted to publish 


a dining guide listing the beGrs, 
wines and cocktails available at 
local establishments. 

Two months later, the 
Alcoholic Beverage Commission 
relaxed its rules on beer ads, 
allowing billboards, window 
signs and table tents to tout par- 
ticular brands of beer. . 

Barnard said the rules still vio- 
lated the First Amendment '. 

.--- But-state ’attorney .Thom 
Roberts argued that Utah’s law 
complies with the 21st 
Amendment, which ended. 
Prohibition in 1933 and gives the 
states the right to regulate 
liquor. 

U.S. DistriCT Judge David Sam 
took 3.5 years before denying 
Catalyst’s request for an injunc- 
tion ffiat would have allowed, it 
to pubUsh the restaurant guide; 

Barnard appealed and the 10th 
Circuit court granted an expect- 
ed hearing. 

“They were concerned that 
Judge Sam had taken so long,” 
Barnard said. 

The court heard oral argu- 
ments last month and Barnard 
expects a ruling “very soon.” 

If the court finds Utah’s Uqirar 
law unconstitutional lawmakers 
would .have to rewrite the 
statute, so Barnard hopes the 
10th Circuit rules before the 
Legislature convene's next 
month. ’

A few light bulbs that are 
turned off is a small thing but if 
everyone conserves a little bit of 
electricity then a substantial 
amount can be saved, he said.

Officials from United Electric 
reported on Saturday’s plarmed 
power outage. 

An oil leak in a transformer 
forced repairs, which were done 
between 2 and 7 a.m. Saturday. 
Power for several areas, includ-

The repairs went basically as 
planned, and a subsequent le^ is 
unlikely, said United General 
Manager Ralph Williruns. 

“It’s something that happens 
vety rarely,” he said.

Higens, the undersheriff who 
defeated longtime .sheriff Billy 
Crystal in November, said the 
decision was difficult, hut several 
people supported promoting 
Warrell, 

Warrell will replace Lt. Cary 
Bristol, who Higens tabbed to 
take his spot as undersheriff. 

Higens chose Bristol because 
the sheriff-elect is thoroughly 
acquainted with how Bristol 
works and the two work well 


together. 

“I've always felt Cary was the 
one for undersheriff," Higens 
said. 

Commi-ssioners wiU set Higens’ 
salary when he takes office. He 
earns 542,599 while Crystal takes 
in 545,854. 

Higens said he luLsn’t yet decid- 
ed on salaries for Bristol or 
Warrell. Bristol cams 537,941. and 
Warrell cams 5218,772. 

Higens is also planning a mure 
visible community presence for 
the department, adding an 
employee to help crime victims, 
and including jail personnel and 
the administrator in all depart- 
mcmal meetings.

Off-road vehicle group claims victory 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - An 
all-terrain vehicle group is claim- 
ing victory after a federal judge 
gutted an environmental group’s 
lawsuit to close some parts of 
southern Utah to off-roaders. 
Concerned that the Bureau of 
. _l<and Management was not doing 
, “enough to keep off-road vehides 
-.',but of delicate redrock country, 
‘'the Southern Utah Wilderness 
, Alliance and other environmen- 
. cal groups asked U.S. District 
. Judge Dale Kimball to dose off 

. 'theareas. 

The injunction would have 
dosed wilderness study areas and 
. .undeveloped land in ic San 
, ' Rafad Indian Creek in San 
-|Juan County, Wildhorse Mesa 
near Capitol Reef National 
'■’Monument, and the Coral Pink 
’-Sand Dunes to off-road vehides. 

But on Friday, Kimball not only 
rejected SUWA’s injunction 
request, but dismissed nearly all 


of SUWA's daims in its lawsuit. 

Kimball ruled he did not have 
jurisdiction to order the BLM to 
dose the roads unless the bureau 
had made some final action and 
there was no recourse but to go to 
court. 

“Claims that agency acdon is 
insuffident or inadequate do not 
fall within the scope of permissi- 
ble judicial review,” Kimball 
wrote. 

Brian Hawthorne, executive 
director of the Utah Shared 
-Access Alliance, an all-ccrrain 
velude group, said that Kimball’s 
ruling could cripple the environ- 
mental group’s lawsuit. 

“The fat lady has not sung, but 
it is definitely a good ruling for 
us,” he said, calling it “a crudiing 
blow.” 

SUWA spokesman Mike 
Reberg disputed the characteri- 
zation. Since the lawsuit was 
filed, the BLM has closed off 


some areas and hired more 
enforcement officers, which was 
part of SUWA’s goal, Reberg 
said. 

“The crushing blow is to the 
people who treasure these public 
lands that have to watch as iirc- 
sponsible offroad vehicle riders 
continue to mar these beautiful 
areas,” he said. 

And, Reberg said, it is impor- 
tant to note that the BLM, wUch 
opposed SUWA’s lawsuit, did not 
dispute that off-road vehicles - 
also known as ORVs - can dam- 
age the land. 

“The BLM points out that it is 
well aware that ORV-caused 
damage is resulting from cross- 
country travel in these (wilder- 
ness study areas), but argues that 
it docs not ’permit’ such travel 
and it is addressing the compli- 
cated issue of controlling the 
problems posed by OR'V use,” 
Kimball said. 


Denver, officials, purists to change 
strategy for New Year’s Eve bash 


Arizona officials say legislation against 
random gunfire is apparently working 


DENVER (AP) - Forget the 
doomsday paranoia that made 
Y2K fests fizzle. 

Thrill-scckcrs, public officials 
and calendar purists say now is 
the lime lo celebrate the new 
millennium, and the city is cook- 
ing up a party aimed at outdo- 
ing all others for another thou- 
sand years. 

The city's Millennium 
Celebration will include daylong 
events beginning at the 
Children's Museum of Denver 
and culminating with a 17- 
minutc choreographed fire- 
works extravaganza downtown. 
The celebration is expected to 
attract nearly 100,000 people. 

City officials were red-faced 
last year after extensive securi- 
ty measures, imposed because 
of previous posi-Super Bowl 
riots and fears of possible Y2K 
rioting, resulted in a near-empty 
downtown on New .Year's Eve. 
Critics said roaming police offj- 
cers in full riot gear pu nctuated 


PHOENIX (AP) - With New 
Year’s Eve days away. City 
Councilman Phil Gordon hopes 
the threat of a felony conviction 
will keep praple fit>m firing guns 
- -in celebration, a tradition that 
has had deadly consequences. 

The offense was ratcheted up 
from a misdemeanor last year 
’’■under state legislation dubbed 
.-’Shannon’s Law, named after 14- 
; year-old Shaimon Smith, who was 
killed by a falling bullet in her 
Phoenbe backyard in June 1999. 

“Falling bullets are deadly,” 
Gordon said Wednesday. “And 
'"we are deadly serious about 
'j'lmplememii^ Shannon’s Law.” 
Gordon said 17 cases have been 
^prosecuted in Maricopa County 
;, 9 lone since the law went into 
‘[^effect in July. The average sen- 
■ tence has been three months in 
. jail, prosecutors say. 

The law makes it a felony to 
negligently fire a gun into the air. 

, Netv Year’s Eve 1998 saw 1,505 
(.reports of random gunfire in 
*' Mmicopa County between 11:30 
..^.pjn. and 1230 aan., according to 
,\Gordon. A year later, following 
iwamings prompted by Shannon’s 


death, police received 590 reports 
during the same hour. 

Phoenix Assistant Police Chief 
Mike Frazier said New Year’s 
Eve is the busiest time of year for 
police officers. He urged people 
to report gunshots immediately. 

“The biggest hope we have is 
awareness,” Frazier said. “We 
can’t cover all of the dry, so we 
' depend on community members 
calling in trouble.” 

Gordon expects chat Phoenix 
police will soon be aided by a 
random gunfire-detection sys- 
tem. The system, an offshoot of 
technology used in the Gulf War, 
pinpoints gunshots and broad- 
casts (he coordinates to police, 
according to Gordon. 

He said the state has applied 
for a SI million federal grant for 
five units. 

A similar system, called 
Shotspoitcr, has been used in Los 
Angeles and in Redwood City, 
Calif,, a city of about 80,000 
south of San Francisco. 

Although Los Angeles sheriffs - 
offidals said the device couldn't 
differentiate between gunshots 
and fireworks, officials in 


Redwood City said the number 
of reported gunshots went from ' 
400 on New Year’s Eve 1998 to 
four in 1999, when they began 
using the system. 

According to Khalid Pitts, of 
the. Coalition to Stop Gun 
Violence, several cities around 
the country recently passed laws 
to curb celebratory gunfire. 

Pitts points to Los Angeles 
County, which has banned the 
sale of ammunition in the week 
preceding New Year’s Eve, as an 
example of a local government 
trying to stop celebratory gunfire 
before it happens. 

. “‘There ne^ to be pre-emptive 
laws to get the guns out of crimi- 
nals’ hands in the first place,” 
Pitts said. 

On Wednesday, Otis Smith, 
Shannon’s father, stood near the 
trauma unit of St. Joseph’s hospi- 
tal in Phoenix, where he had 
brouglu his daughter a year and 
half before. 

“Wc urge (hose who need to 
celebrate to use their heads, not 
their giins,” Smith said. “If you 
have to shoot something, shoot 
off your mouths.”

A , U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers hydrologist said site 
dues not expect the recommen- 
dations to jeopardize fiuod con- 
trol or power production. Libby 
provides limited power, said 
Marian Valentine, senior water 
manager.

Camas Prairie RailNct

LEWISTON (AP) - The bid 
deadline has passed and no one 
has come forward with a plan lo 
keep the Spalding-to-Grangeville 
spur of the Camas Prairie 
RailNet running. 

Roger Nelson, president and 
chief operating officer of North 
American RailNet and its sub- 
sidiary, Camas Prairie RailNct, 
said he was discouraged that the 


line may have to be scrapped. 

A couple of proposals reported- 
ly remain in the works, and 
Nelson said the outstanding bids 
are to be received in the next 
couple of days. The company 
hopes to have made a decision on 
whom to sell the line to by the 
second week of January. 

The federal Surface 
Transportation Board gave 
Camas Prairie RailNet permis- 
sion to abandon the line in 
September after the railroad 
claimed it was losing money. The 


last run on the line was Nov. 29. 
The line shipped mostly grain 
products and lumber. 

Nelson said the company main- 
tains the same staqce as it has 
throughout the process. If a legit- 
imate offer is made to purchase 
and operate the line, it will be 
accepted before the bid to scrap 
the line. 

He said he was surprised that 
no one has made on offer to oper- 
ate the line because the abandon- 
ment proceedings were filled 
with people expressing interest 


in and concern over keeping it 
going. 

The 91-year-old line has won its 
way into the hearts of Camas 
Prairie residents who attended 
many meetings to try to figure 
out a way to save it. llie line has 
also been featured in several 
movies and is a popular site for 
photographers. 

Several bids have been 
received to either purchase the. 
rail and other line accessories or 
to purchase that equipment 
along with the land, Nelson said.

Test for Hispanic students 
gamers criticism from leaders 


BOISE (AP) - Many of Idaho’s 
Spanish-speaking elementary 
school students struggle ^vith lit- 
eracy in their native language, 
which hampers their ability to 
learn to read English, according 
to preliminary results in a test 
given to 1,000 Hispanic students 
across the state. 

But »me Hispanic leaders say 
the test is a waste of time. 

“They are spending way too 
much time trying to find out 
what we already know,” said . 
Sam Byrd of'tlic Council on 
Hispanic Education, a ptircnt-s- 
based group trying to improve 
educational opporiunilics for 
Hispanic children. 

The state should put resources 
toward solving Hispanic chil- 
dren’s reading probIcm.s, not cov- 
ering old ground with more test- 
. . ing, he said. . - 

The -State administered a read- 
ing test to 1,000 S|)anisli-speak- 
ing children in kindergarten 
through third grade in the fall. 


The pilot test is similar to the 
Idaho Reading Indicator, a 10- 
minute test given to all students 
in kindergarten through tliird 
^dc as part of a statewide rend- 
ing improvement program adopt- 
ed in 1999 by the Lcgi.slature. 

Spanish-speaking students 
took both tests this year. In the 
.statewide tests given in 
English, Hispanic children did 


white children. 

State educators hope the read- 
ing test for Spanish speakers will 
help teachers determine how 
much of Hispnnics’ reading per- 
formance is based on poor litera- 
cy in their native language. 
Hispanic students with strong lit- 
eracy skills in their native lan- 
guage tend to do better in learn- 
ing to read English. 

Final results from the fall 
round of testing are not compiled 
yet. 

The test will help teachers 
adjust in.struction and more 
effectively teach Hispanic chil- 
dren, said Molly Fuentealba, a 
limited' English proficiency spe- 
cialist with the state Department 
of Education. 

“We want to know what stu- 
dents bring to the literacy table,’’ 
she said. — - 

But Byrd sharply disagreed 
with the state administering a 
reading test for Spanish-speaking 
students. 



LEWISTON (AP) - Convicted 
double murderer Dale Carter 
Shackelfo^ is sending mixed sig- 
nals, clainung he is ready to die 
and then maintaining his inno- 
cence in the slayings of his cx-wife 
and her boyfriend. 

Shackelford was found guilty 
Friday of two counts of first- 
degree murder and one count 
ea^ of first-degree arson, conspir- 
acy to commit first-degree mur- 
der, conspiracy to commit arson 
and pr ep aring false evidence. 

"I don’t want to die, but if we 
have a death penalty and I am 
conviaed then that's what Pve got 
to do,” Shackelford told the 
Moscow-PuUman I^y News after 
the verdict. 

But attorneys say that may not 
be up to him. 

Shackelford was convicted in 
the May 29, 1999, shooting death 
of his cx-wife, Donna Fontaine of 
Caledonia, Mo., and her boyhiend 
Fred Palohniul^ of Newman Lake, 
Wash. 

The bodies were discovered in a 
burning building about IS miles 
east of Kendrick. Each had been 
shot with a shotgun and a pistol. 

Four of Shackelford's former 
Missouri lovers testified against 
him at trial: two as part of pica 
agreements with prosecutors and 
one in exchange for immunity. 
Shackelford said he hopes they 
will regret their actions. 

“I hope the ones who made the 
deal with the devil can sleep at 


night,” he said. •* 

He also altemadvely chastised 
and supported jurors. He said 
they would see him in thdlr 
dreams and then added thi^ 
made a logical decision to convict 
considering “you have 20 to 9CF 
people getting on the stand odd!

Power prices force aluminum 
plant to curtail production 


GOLDENDALE, Wash. (AP) - 
Gulden Nonhwc.st Aluminum Inc. ' 
is cutting production .it two plants 
because of higli electricity prices, 
die third aluminum manufacturer 
In the Pacific Northwest to 
announce a closure or curtailment 
this month. 

The two smelters currently use 
250 to 300 megawatts of power, 
and consumption would drop to 
50 megawatts under the plan pro- 
posed Tuesday. It takes about 
1,200 megawatts to power a city 
the size of Seattle. 

. The cutbacks at the two plants 
^lould help case the regional 
energy shortage by allowing the 
Bonneville Power Administration 
tb resell their share of electricity 
on the open market - a move 
immediately praised hy union, 
state and federal officials. 

“It’s a landmark kind of 
approach to these kinds of 
issue.s,” said David Foster, who 
helped broker the deal on liehalf 
of the United Steelworkers of 
.America. He s<iw to it part of the 
windfall will supplement unem- 
ployment benefits, so that laid off 
wbrkers will get about the equiva- • 
lent of their full-time paychecks. 

CEO Brett Wilcox said die 700- 
employee Goldendnle Aluminum 
plant in south-central Washington 
wUlTCduce'producriorrro-lO'per^ 
cent of capacity, and the compa- 
ny’s ''25-employee Northwest 
Aluminum plant in The Dalles, 
Ore., will temfwrarily dose.

51,000 a megawatt hour, depend- 
ing on demand and dme of day. 

“Any time we’ve got a situation 
where the government is selling 
something at one price, and a pri- 
vate entity can turn around and 
sell it at 10 times die price, we've 
got a situation that could look 
bad,” said Roy Heminingway, 
energy policy adviser to Oregon 
Gov. John Kitzhaber. 

; “But given the circumstances 


here, we think Bonneville Power 
i.s doing the riglic thing, and Breu- 
Wilcox is doing the riglii thing,” 
Hemmingway said. 

A recent spike in energy rates 
blamed on cold weather, short 
supply and deregulation in 
California has made it mure lucra- 
tive for many plants to close and 
sell their power than to produce 
aluminum. 

Earlier this month, Kaiser 
Aluminum Corp. said it would 
stop production at its Mead 
smelter near Spokane, lay off' 
mure than 400 employees and sell 
the unused electricity back to 
BPA.

Ducks were alreodv returning to the 
flvef tfS'fhe firsf klfmpse of sunlight 
appeared on the homon. It .wat a late-sea- 
son day,' partially cloudy w hh -» owd t wu id ^ 
accompanied by scattered snowflakes. It 
had oil the makings for a good day of shoot- 
ing, except for one thing- we were late. 

Our poor timing was obvious as we 
motored to the island where our makeshift 
blind was located. Two hunters were 
already there, finalizing the placement of 
their decoys. 

Out of earshot, I offered 0 casual observa- 
don. "I think they’ve got those decoys too 
dose together. Thev might ottract some 
ducks, but I don’t think many will wont to 
land." 

“Yeah, they didn't leave much room for 
any incoming ducks,” my partner respond- 
ed. "Let’s set up at the bend and see what 
happens." 

Flocks of mallards and scattered pintails 
and udwalls were drdlng os we beached 
our boat. They were investigating the 
decoys and calls from the downstream 
island. We needed to place our decoys 
quickly if any morning shooting was to 
materialize. 

Two large goose decoys were placed as 
"confidence" decoys at the outer limit of 
shotgun range. Two dozen duck decoys 
were scattered between the geese and our 
blind. This meant that ducks would have 
plenty of room to land. . 

Then wc bepn calling We sat os motion- 
less as possible, with our hoods pulled up 
over our necks. The downstream hunters

ottracted the attention' of a few ducks all 
right, but as expeaed, none of the mallards 
would, venture dose. Their decoy spreads 
were just too dose. 

• Du^ dropped in and out of our deco^ 
oil morning. Tlte shooting wasn't frantic, 
but it was steady - steady enou^ to fill one 
lizi^t and just shy of another. 

Late-^e^n ducks aren’t stupid. TheyVe 
been exposed to plenty of calls, decoy 
.spreads, nunters and errant shots all sea- 
son; If just one element of a hunting sinia- 


tion is slightly out of place, ducks generally 
won’t fly within shotgun range. Little things 
really count this late m the season. 

DKoy placement is a crudal part of the 
game. When ducks are alarmed or suspi- 
cious, they nanirally move doser together 
on the water. Decoys that are placed in 
dose proximity indicate the possibility or 
danger, $0 why would a mallard knowingly 
go there? 

Decoy numbers are a bit of a variable at 
this time of year, so hunters must be adapt- 


_able.lf.the ducks won't move to the decoys— 
adding a few more blocks might be the 
answer. On some days, just the opposite is 
true - because some flocks have been shut 
at over large numbers of decoys. 

Confidence decoys, such as u few geese 
onhore birds, are often overlooked by 
many hunters. Placed at the outer limit of 
thot^ range, confidence decoys help prey 
mote the feeling of .safety. They also indi- 
cate when a duck i.s within .shooting range. 

Soihe of the best advice for late-season 
waterfowl hunting is the most obvious. 
Start by pladng your decoys where ducks 
natunilly want to land. Ducks are naturally 
drawn to location.s with food and safety'- ff 
other ducks - that is, decoys - are in a good 
location, flocks uf waterfowl will instinc- 
tively head there. 

Small things, such us hoods to cover the 
back uf your neck, gloves for your hands 
and n cap to conceal light reflecting off 
your face, can spell the difference between 
a flock veering off or a fluck.locking wings 
and heading into your decoy spread. 

Other small items that make a big differ- 
ence aren't always so ubriuu.s. Is that shiny 
Thermos in plain sight or stashed away? 
Sunli^t reflecting off the metal is a bea- 
con that signals danger. What about spent 
shotgun shells? Pick them up before Mr, 
Sun illuminates them and sends (he flocks 
in another direction. Is your blind taller 
than the surrounding vegetation? If so, 
ducks may never arrive within shotgun 
range. 

Keep in mind that little things do make a 
difference this late in (he season. Take 
care of them and the big things will take 
care of themselves.

SEATTLE - Once feared 
extinct, trumpeter swans now

-states,— they— fly— down— in- 
November from arctic nesting 
grounds and stay until March, 
feasting on leftovers from com, 
potato, wheat and barley har- 
vests. : 

North ' America’s largest 
waterfowl, snow white trum- 
peters with black bills mesmer- 
ize onlookers with their size, 
beauty and grace. They stand 4 
feet tall and have a wingspan of 
up to 7 feet. 

“They’re so big, and if it's a 
real still day, you can actually 
hear the wind move through 
their wings," says John Garrett, 
manager of the 16,000-acre 
Skagit Wildlife Area.

Wildlife, 

•“Fopulations have been 
increasing,” he says, “but more 
importantly, they've been 
■expanding"'ro'othercnuntles: 

Hunting decimated trumpeter 
swans in the 1800s. Milliners- 
used their feathers to adorn 
fancy hats. Women powdered 
.their noses with swan-skin puffs. 
Settlers feasted on their meat. 

Stiff hunting regulations and 
stalwart conservation efforts 
saved them from extinction, and 
biologists credit their rising 
numbers to wildlife conserva- 
tion efforts as well as coopera- 
tion from farmers and a more 
conscientious generation of 
hunters. 

Swan hunting is banned in 
Washington state. Trumpeters 
are protected throughout their 
migration range, while hunting . 
tundra swans is legal in seven 
states.

about duck calling. 

ask people how much time 
they arc willing to put into it,” 
said Olson, who has earned a 
Minnesota duck-coUing title. “For 
most guys.- well, tljcrc arc some 
nice, ducky-sounding calls that 
are pretty inexpensive.” Bin for 
tiiose mily interested, Olson will 
say i(’s not the call but the caller 
who impans the true duck attrac- 
tion into.the.quacks.

“IDAHO FALLS (AP)'- Rescue ' 
crews recovered the bt^y of a 26- 
year-old Felt woman on Tuesday 
who was swept away in an 
avalanche Christmas Day while 
skiing in a remote area northeast 
ofTetonia. 

Sara Campbell’s death is the 
third avalonchc-rclatcd fatality in 
a month in Teton County, Wyo. 

The avzilanchc occurxW around 
1 pjn. Monday, about three hours 
after Campbell, a Lincoln, Neb. 
native, and two companions set 
off for the backcoumry. 

According to a prepared state- 
ment issued by the Teton County 
Sheriffs Office, Campbell and 
two companions traveled on snow- 
mobOe from one of their homes to 
the Ranunel Mountain trailhead 
near the Jedediah Smith 
Wilderness. 

Once they arrived, they took off 
on skis, heading east tovnuxl Dead 
Horse Pass. 

Teton County Sheriff Bob 
Zimmer said the three were pru- 
dent, skiing single file and moving 
one at a time from safety zone to 
safety zone. All had avalanche 
beacons. The three were crossing 
a 150-yard chute one at a time 
when die avalanche started. 

The first two skiers made it 


through, but Cam pbell, uiio was 
bringing up the rear, got caught in 
the slide and was swept about 700 
feet down the mountam. 

Campbell’s companions imme- 
diately started scandting for her.'. 

According ''to reports, they 
received a si^ial from her beacon 
and used probe poles to locaite 
her. j 

They used shovels to try to qig 
her out and found her under 
about 12 feet of snow. She was liot 
breathing and apparently suf- 
fered severe trauma. The two 
began CPR, but it did not work, 
according to the sheriff depart- 
ment’s statement. 

The two then sided back to the 
snowmobile and rode to a house 
where tliOT called authorities. 

"They had a plan and it still 
happened,” Zimmer said. "We 
think she set it off when she 
crossed. That just cells you how 
fragile those areas are and how it 
talcM so little to set it off.” ^ 
Campbell was the operations 
manager of Yostmark Mountato 
Eouipment in Driggs where she 
sold backcountiy equipment and 
skis. While there are no official

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Anglers eonsider paying for | 
fish’s vital habitat - water 


IDAHO FALLS (AP) - To pro- 
tect the famous Qy Hshing on the 
South Fork of the Snake River, 
eastern Idaho anglers are consid- 
ering a revolutionary concept: 
buying water for fish. 

“We already spend money to 
create habitat in the way of wil- 
low plantings and fish weirs,” said 
John Lent, president of the local 
chapter of TVout Unlimited. “Why • 
can’t we spend mon^ on the most 
important thing for fi^-water?". 

The idea of buying water is sure 
to offend purists who believe the 
trout have the ultimate claim to 
the resource, but some anglers 
believe this is the only solution to 
the lack of water in diy years. 

The courts have long held that 
water is for farming, the base of 
the region’s economic foundation. 
Instead of standing by and doing 
nothing or waging a losing court 
battle, the angers say this plan 
^ves farmers an incentive to help 
protect the fish and the river’s 
wildlife. Anglers get water and 
great fishing. 

Lem and others are asking that 
question because the world- 
famous fishery is running at a 
trickle right now, and they are 
worried the fishery may soon dry 
up. 

To hold water for next sum- 
mer’s irrigation season, the U.S. 
Bureau of Reclamation cut flows 
on the river to 1,100 cubic feet per 
second, well below the Idaho 
Department of Fish and Game’s 
recommended winter flow of 
1,500 cfs. The average winter flow 
during the post 52 years is 2,200 
cfs. 

Water managers are legally

Declining goose numbers in Alaska 
city has ties to Northwest bird hunters 


anchorage, Alaska (AP) - 
After years of effort, including 
swiping eggs from nests and 
relocating goslings, the number 
of Canada geese is down in 
Alaska!s largest city, meaning 
less manure on lawns and in 
lakes - and less danger of geese 
colliding with aircraft. 

Biologists estimated after the 
fall census that Anchorage is 
(he seasonal home to 2,800 
geese, about 500 fewer than last 
year and down nearly half from 
four years ago. If the trend con- 
tinues, biologists say they may 
come close to reaching their 
goal of 2,000 next year. 

“The population is dropping, 
and it’s dropping steadily,” said 
Rick Sinnott, area biologist for 
the Alaska Department of Fish 
and Game. 

In 1995, a number of geese 
were sucked into the engines of 
a military jet taking off from 
Elmendorf Air Force Base. The 
four-engine AWACS control and 
command aircraft crashed, 
killing all 24 people aboard and 
raising concern about the city’s 
fast-growing Canada goose pop- 
ulation, 

Biologists began programs to 
reduce the number of geese in 
and around the city, including 
removal of hundreds of eggs 
from their nests and relocation 
of hundreds of goslings. 

— But-even-if-successful.-those- 
programs shouldn't have caused 
the dramatic decline biologists 
are finding. Sinnott told the 
Anchorage Daily News. Some 
birds also have been killed by 
security .and animal control 
staffers at the city's three major 
airports, but also not enough to 


explain the drop. 

Biologists say their best guess 
is that hunters in Oregon and 
Washington state are shooting 
geese wearing blue neck bands, 
which are put on the lesser 
Canada geese studied in 
Anchorage. By shooting the 
blue-banded geese, the 
Northwest hunters avoid killing 
dusky Canada geese, a sub- 
species protected because its 
numbers have declined. Duskys 
sometimes arc banded with red 
or green collars. 

Hunting was closed for years 
in certain areas of the 
Northwest to protect duskys. 
But since the overall goose pop- 
ulation has risen, wildlife man- 
agers in those states have 
reopened hunting grounds. The 
states also test hunters to' be 
sure they can differentiate 
between subspecies of Canada 
geese. If hunters kill a dusky by 
accident, they can’t hunt geese 
anymore that season. 

The hunter education pam- 
phlet stops short of saying 
“Please shoot Anchorage 
geese,” said Tom Rothe, water- 
fowl coordinator for the Alaska 
Department of Fish and Game. 
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' But it gets the message across.' 

Hunting managers in Oregon 
and Washington state have not 
vet provided data to see if local 
mologists are right. They don’t 
think so, however, because the 
total harvest of lesser Canada 
geese in both states has 
dropped considerably in recent 
years. 

Still, they said, there's a small 
chance hunters are targeting 
the blue-banded geese. 

“Some hunters understand 
what' the blue collars mean,” 
said Brad Bales, game bird pro- 
gram leader for the Oregon Fish 
and Wildlife Department. “If 
they see a blue collar, they 
know that’s a safe bird to 
shoot.”

Anglers and biologists understand 
the problem, but they say the 
river’s famous fishery is being 
slighted. They say in low water, 
fish will be stranded In side chan- 
nels where they will freeze or get 
eaten more easily by the river's 
bigger fish. They believe low 
water Is a threat to the river’s 
already threatened Yellowstone 
cutthroat population and the 
reglon’s'bald'eagle'population— 
wluch relies on the river for food. 

“It’s an incredibly tough prob- 
lem, and we're Just trying to think 
of compromises that wUlhelp the 
fanners and the fish,” Lent said. 
‘‘Paying for water is one Idea." 

The proposal Is simple. Angleri 
conservation organizations ond 
environmentalists would create a 
pool of money to buy water. The 
money could come from conserva- 
- don organizations, the state’s bud- 
get surplus, the creation bf a new 
fishing license or a combination of 
all three. During the fall, willing 
irrigators could siw a contract 
that says they will place their . 
water rl^ts at risk for the fish. 
During the winter, the river’s flow 
would be kept above 1,500 cfs, 
even if the bureau called for stor- 
ing more water. 

On April 30, the contracts 
would be reviewed. If the winter’s 
snow was plentiful and the reser- 
voirs fill up, the irrigators would 
. not receive the money because 
they wouldn't have lost any water. 
But if the winter was mild and 
water was short, the irrigators 
would be compensated for their 
lost water. 


It may sound outlandish, espe- 
cially since the program could 
cost millions of dollars, but power- 
ful agricultural interests say they 
arc willing to listen. 

“It could work,” said Snake 
River watermaster Ron Carlson, 
who regulates water usage for the 
15,000 irrigators in (he Snake 
River drainage above Minidoka 
Dam. ‘Tt’s similar to what we did 
with swans."

In the late 1980s, the Nature 
Conservancy approached Carlson 
to let more water out of Island 
Park Reservoir to keep trumpeter 
swans from being frozen off the 
river. Irrigators sold water to the 
Nature Conservancy, but when 
the reservoir filled in the spring, 
irrigators forgave the debt, 
Cv^n said. 

Potato farmers ore also wilUng 
to listen. 

“It’s going to have to make 
sense economically for irrigators- 
to take a risk, but It’s definitely 
worth talking about,” said John 
Thompson, communication direc- 
tor. for Potato Growen of Idaho, 
which represents 500 farmers. 
Thompson points out that anglers 
would have to take to the high- 
-ways-ondj 
th^ cose. 

“The devil is definitely in the 
details,” said Allen May. eastern 
Idaho representative of the 
Nature Conservancy. ‘‘I iWnk It’s 
a great concept, but it will take a 
lot 0 f time and effort." 

And money. This year, for 
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example, It would cost oAgleo 
$425,000 to buy enough water to 
keep the river at 1,500 cfs from 
Nov. 1 to April 30. That is basc^ 
on buying 150,000 acre feet <Jf 
water at $2.95 per aa e foot, dm 
going cost for storing that water at 
Palisades Reservoir. That is just 
the price of storing the water. 

The water becomes more val^ 
able when' it hits the ground ai^ 
grows potatoes and grain, said 
Thompson.

In growth companies. Buy and 
hold.

Yawn. 

During the 1990s boom on Wall . 
Street, when many people were 
chasing double- and even triple- 
di^c gains, investment clubs and 
their slow-and-steady-wins-the- 
race philosophy were considered 
pretty dull and timid. 

But now, with the Nasdaq look- 
ing at its worst year ever, the 
investment clubs are feeling vin- 
dicated. 

"We had a lot of people saying, 
’You’re so outdated,”’ said 
Joanne Briggs, who belongs to 
two investment clubs in 
Sacramento, Calif. "Well, now 
they know." 

And so what if their returns 
ore modest compared with those 
of those few lucky investors who 


managed to time the rise and fall 
of the hot stocks? 

*Tm making money. That’s the 
bonom line," said Briggs, secre- 
tary of Socramento Money 
Makers, which is up almost 10 
p>ercent so for for 2000. 

The technology-heavy Nasdaq 
composite index has skidded 
about 40 percent this year, and 
the over^ market has turned 
bearish. 

And yet, the Nativnal 
Association of Investors Coipn the 
investment dubs' national organi- 
zation, is bragging that its Top 100 
index hos most major market 
indexes beat fee 2000. The index, 
whi^ NAIC boasts has a five-year 
annualirad return of 22.7 percent 
os of Nov. 30, is made up of the 
stocks most vridely held by dubs, 
induding PepsiCo, Home Depot 
and Microsoft. 

NAIC cannot help but gloat a 
little, declaring on its Web site: 
"Aesop was ri^t. You may have 


to squint to see it, but our tor-' ' 
toise is dearly beaming.” 

For 49 years, the Madison 
Heights, Mich.-based NAIC has 
espoused buying stocks of compa- 
nies poised for growth and then 
holding onto those shares for the 
longterm. 

)toy Investment dubs shunned 
higb-iMh companies and hot dot- 
com stzirt-ups that traded at 30, 50, 
even 100 times their earnings. 
They stuck to their prindples and 
focu^ on blue chip stod^ which 
are considered safer. 

And now they say they ore 
being rewarded. 

"We do good when the market 
is in good times os well when the 
market is down,” said Les 
Burton, president of the Phoenix 
Investment Club in Lexington, 
Ky., which has risen a modest 4 
percent this year. “We don’t 
change our philosophy in a bear 
market or a bull market. We buy 
value stocks.”

Seniors need to be aware 
of revised home sale rules

DENVER - Seniors 
planning to sell their prin- 
dpol .r^dence or a vaca* 
...tion . home_should be 
aware of recently pro- 
posed Internal Revenue 
Service regulations, says a 
tax expert at the College 
for Financial Planning. 

"Many taxpayers still 
aren’t familiar with the 
home sale rules passed in 
1997, and the IRS has 
recently issued regula- 
tions intended to clarify 
those rules,” says Michad 
Catesj a professional tax 
preparer and an academic 
assistant at the college. 
"Understanding and tiring 
these rules eff^vely can 
save home sellers a lot of - 
money.” 

. The tax act passed in 
1997 dramatically 
changed how tax law 
treats capital gains result* 

I ing from the sale of a 


home, Cates says. The 
1997 act discarded the old 
law which allowed home 
sellers 55 and older to 
take a one-time exclurion 
from taxes ' of up to 
$125, (KX) in profits made 
from the sale of a home. 

The 1997 law allows for 
home sellers of all ages to 
exclude up to 5500,000 
(married joint filers) in 
home-sale gains (up to 
$250,000 for single Hlers). 
' Additionally, says Cates, 
instead of a one-time 
exclusion, it may be used 
several times over your 
lifetime. 

To take advantage of 
these rules, you must meet 
the following restrictions, 
among others: 

• The home must be 
your principal residence. 
The tax break does not 
apply to rental property or 
vacation homes.

Idaho placement program 
ranks second nationally

BOISE - Idaho’s federally funded 
program for finding senior citizens 
unsubridized jobs ranks second in.the. 
nation, placing almost 83 percent of 
participating older workers bock onto 
employment r^ this year. 

Gov. Dirk Kempthorne cited the 
ranking, second only to Vermont, in 
hofiing work of Idaho Comnlisrion 
on Aging Direaor Lupe Wissel and her 
stoff as well as the quality of Idaho’s 
senior work force. 

"This program is helping, restore the 
dignity of our older citizens, who still 
have ftienty to offer their communities,” 
Kempthorne said. "Those who imple- 
ment tius program on the ground, both at 
the TfTnhn Department of Labor and area 
agendes on aging, have my highest 
praise." 

The' second-place ranking was based 
on parddpadon in the federal Senior 
Comihunity Service Employment 
Program. Portidpoms indude states, 
some federal agendes and such private 
or^ciaationa as the AARP and the 


National Urban League. 

Federal guidelines set a goal of plac- 
ing 20 percent of project portidpants in 
unsubsidized jobs. The top five states 
-.for- 2000— were _-Vermont,_Id.ahp,_ 
Wyoming, the AARP Foundation and 
Utah. Fourteen states failed to reach 
the 20 percent goal. 

“INe not so jokingly told federal offi- 
cials that they need to rethink the 
national standard and cut off those who 
aren't getting the job done,” Wissel said. 
"That would mean more money for 
Idaho and other states and organizations 
that ore truly helping seniors." 

Melinda - Adams, Older Worker 
Coordinator for the Commission on 
Aging, said Vermont’s top ranking, and 
full job placement after recording just 
31 percent in 1999, was the result of an 
experimental funding program from 
the U3. Department of Labor. 

The money provided spedolized com- 
puter training to help older workers_ 
catch up with technology, and Adams 
said Idaho is applying for the same type 
of program. A decirion from the Labor 
Department is expected in July.

Because she did not 
move out for “unforeseen. dr- 
cumstances” and because she 
did not live in the house a 
two but of the last five years, the 
entire $275,000 is subjea to capi- 
tal gains taxes. 

On the other hand, the pro- 
' posed regulations confirm the 
1997 laws good news for seniors 
who own vacation homes or 
rental property. Cates says that 
os long 05 you make that proper- 
ty your prindpal residence and 
live in it for at least two out of 
the last five years, gains from the 
sale of the property would quali- 
fy for the exdusion.

Say you' use 20 percent of ^ 
home as an office an.^ you claim

$60,000 of that profit (20 per- 
cent} is attributable to the .busi- 
ness and it can’t be excluded 
from tax.

Leaiding indicators fall 0.2 percent 


NEW YORK (AP) - A major 
economic gauge slipped 02 per- 
cent in November, suggesting the 
U.S. economy will continue to 
slow through the first part of 
2001. 

The Conference Board said 
Wednesday that its Composite 
Index of Leading Economic 
Indicators declined to 105.3 in 
November, after falling 0.3 per- 
cent in October. The November 
decrease was in line with ana- 
lysts’ forecasts. 

The index is closely watched 
because it suggests where the 


economy is headed in the next 
three to six months. 

The indicators are pointing to 
significantly slower growth in the 
first half of 2001," said Ken 
Goldstein, the Conference 
‘ Board’s economist. “'Hie econo- 
my continues to cool off.” 

Slocks were higher Wednesday, 
with the Dow Jones industrial 
average climbing 110 points to 
10,803 and the Nasdaq composite 
index rising 45 points to 2,539. 

The Conference Board report is

In the valley’s largest dty this 
fall, Twin Falls’ construction 
scene slowed in October, bringing 
the first 10 months of 2000 down 
almost to year-ago levels for the 
dty. Twin Falls’ construction val- 
ues in October slipped 9 percent 
to an estimated S2.72 million for 
combined construction types. 

The residential side in the diy, 
despite more home permits, con- 
tributed very little growth to 
October's ncw<onstruction totals 
in Twin Falls because of dramati- 
cally lower new-home values. Bui 
the Twin Falls commercial sector 
had some noteworthy activity. 
Here's a sampling: 

• Max CospcTSon of Twin Falls 
entered the mini-storage industry 
with a new company. Oregon 
Trail Storage, at 471 South Park 
/Vve. W. It is erecting an office 
and five storage buildings total- 
ing 220 units of various .sizes.

Meanwhile, the larger Magic 
Valley's home-building scene con- 
tract^ in two ways in Octob^. 

The areas of the valley sur- 
veyed - excluding the unincorpo- 
rated portion of Blaine Coipity - 
’ issued permits for just 52 new sin- 
gle-family homes in the month, 
down 17 percent from' the 63 of 
,Oaoberl999. 

Rural Blaine County didn't 
report its monthly results to First . 
Seoirity this time, so The Times- 
News excluded the area from 
year-ago totals, as well. 

At the same time, the average 
estimated value of those Magic 
Valley homes - again, excluding 
any in unincorporated Blaine 
County - plurhmeted to $94,115 in 
October, a hefty 45 percent drop 
from the $170^00 of a year earlier. 

Part of the explanation was a 
smaller number of new single- 
family homes in Kctchum and 
Sun Valley, where residential 
construction tends to be more 
pricey than elsewhere in Magic 
Valley. 

The reporting areas of the 
Magic Valley in October issued 
permits for no hew multifamily 
dwelling units - most of which 
are commonly called apartments 
- compared with just two in 
Cassia County a year earlier. 

Gooding, Sun Valley and 
Shoshone had no new residential 
building of any kind for the 
month. 

On the statewide scene, new 
commercial and industrial con- 
struction remained very strong in 
Oaober, but none of Idaho's top- 
performing areas in that scctoc 
were in the Magic Valley. 

“Statewide, single-family per- 
mits in October were below year- 
ago totals fur the fifth consecu- 
tive month," said Kelly 
Matthews. First Security’s chief 
economist. 

But some recovery could be-in 
. the wind. 

“Mortgage rates have fallen 
noticeably in recent weeks," 
Matthews added. “Near the end 
of December, the 30-year fixed- 
rate yield at par has brcn at 7 1/4 
or slightly less.

safety violations. 

Police questioned 20 people 
with ties to the shopping center 
and put them under close watch 
in connection with the deaths 
Tuesday of 309 people, most of 
whom died in the disco, state tele- 
vision reported. 

Officials throughout China 
were ordered by the Public 
Security Ministry to shut down 
unlicensed and unsafe dance halls 
and CO check hotels, shopping 
malls and other public venues. 

In Luoyang, rclacivc.s tearfully 
scanned the lists of victims as 
reports emerged of years of.safccy 
violations at the Dongdu 
Commercial Building. The shop- 
ping center was declared unsafe

Yugoslavia power outages 
anger Belgrade residents 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (AP) - 
With traffic limits failing, frozen 
food.s thawing in grocery stores 
and people struggling to keep 
warm, Yugoslavia’s worst-ever 
energy crisis is prompting many 
people to question whether the 
new democratic leadership can't 
'at least keep the liglits dn. 

Officials of the new government 
appealed Wednesday for people 
to be padem witJ] eigln- to 10-hour 
blackouts - common in ncigiibor- 
ing Albania or the province of 
Kosovo, but prenously unheard of 
in Yugoslavia’s main republic of 
Serbia. 

At a clinic for paraplegics on 
Mount Gucevo in western Serbia, 
nurses piled up blankets trying to 
keep their 70 padems warm, the 


independent Beta news agency 
reported. Only one of four water 
boilers was working, chief nurse 
Vida Ivanovic said. 

By evening, dozens of angry 
Belgrade residents overturned 
. garbage containers across tram 
lines, blocking a main road oppo- 
site the well-lit Hyatt hotel. ITic 
crowd then stood in silent protest. 

So..ie Yugoslavs grumbled that 
things were better under autocrat- 
ic President Slobodan Milosevic, 
who was ousted following a con- 
tested elecdon in September and 
riots in Belgrade on Oct 5. 

“I knew that we couldn’t expect 
a fast improvement after Oct. S," 
said Milovan Raciisic, 57, a retired 
factory worker. “But I didn’t 
expect things would get worse.”

Officials release final 
results of Serbia elections 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (AP) - 
Final results released Wednesday 
confirmed the victory of 
President Vojislav Kostunica’s 
pro-democracy forces in parlia- 
mentary elections in Serbia, 
Yugoslavia’s main republic. 

The state elccdons commission 
announced - that Kostunica’s 
alliance, • the Democratic 
Opposidon of Serbia, had secured 
176 scats in the 250-member leg- 
islature in Saturday’s balloting, 
more than the two-thirds majori^ 
needed to enact constitutional 
changes in Serbia.- 

The Socialist Party of deposed 
President Slobodan Milosevic 
won 37 seats, the ultranationalisi 
Radical Party got 23 and the 
hard-line Serbian Unity Party 
won 14. 


According to final tabuladons, 
64 percent of voters cast' their 
ballot for DOS, 14 percent for 
Milosevic’s party, 9 percent for 
the Radical Party and 5 percent 
for the Serbian Unity Party. 

Other parties, su<^ os ^e neo- 
communist Yugoslav Left of 
-Milosevic’s wife Mirjana 
’ Markovic and the once-popular 
Serbian Renewal Movement, 
both failed to dear the 5 percent 
hurdle to win scats in parli^cnt. 

About 58 percent of 6.5 million 
voters had turned up at the polls. 

The pro-democracy victory 
effectively removes the last ves-‘ 
dges of bUoscvic’s former power 
structure and gives Kostunica’s 
group control of key power cen- 
ters, such as the judiciary and 
60,000-strong Serbian police.

MOSCOW - Russia will use- an 
unmanned cargo spacecraft to 
safely drop the aging Mir into the 
Pacific in February, a top space 
offidal said Wedne^ay, seeking 
to allay fears the space station 
will nu^ an uncontrolled plunge 
(hat could rain tons of flaming 
debris on populated areas. 

Russian Aerospace Agency 
chief Yuri Koptev angrily dis- 
missed Communist demands to 
keep the nearly 15-ycar-oId sta- 
tion in orbit, saying that a 20-hour 
loss of radio contact with Mir this 
week was a final warning that 
time was up. 

“The latest events have shown 
where frivolous and emotional 
approaches can lead us,” Koptev ‘ 
said.

Space officials lost contact with 
the unmanned station on Monday 
evening and regained it, after 
frantic efforts, on Tuesday after-' 
noon. They blamed the mishap on 
a sudden and still unexplained 
power loss.
